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THE LIBRARY IN EDUCATION; 
AN EXERCISE IN PERSPECTIVE

HERE are many definitions of educa- 

tion, but in short, education is develop- 
ment and growth. A distinguishing char- 
acteristic of the educated man is his capa- 
city for growth.* The institutions of edu- 
cation. are those which provide opportunity 
for growth. Social groups, large or small, 
well defined or loosely knit, provide oppor- 
tunity for the development of the individual, 
and thus qualify as educational institutions 
in the sense in which the term is here used. 
They have been named many times: the 
family, the school, the church, the political 
unit, the special interest group, the industrial 
group, the organized community. The list- 
ing might include such diverse elements as 
the neighborhood gang and the research la- 
boratory. The materials of education are 
those which may contribute to the growth 
and development of the individual. Personal 
experience, observation, the spoken word, 
the printed word, the pictured idea—each is 
a possible factor in development and growth. 
Channels for the materials of education are 
those means and agencies through which 
materials are made available for use. Ex- 
perience and observation constitute their own 
channels. There are many such agencies, but 
in even a cursory listing, the library must 
have a prominent place. 

Utilization of educational materials is that 
process by which they somehow become a 
part of the individual and effect some de- 
gree of change in him. Certain factors fa- 
cilitate utilization. They are suitability, sim- 
plicity, clarity, appeal, and timeliness. Utili- 
zation is facilitated to the degree that these 
factors are represented in the materials of 
education. 

The library’s place in education is unques- 
tioned, but not necessarily unvarying. Its 
channelling function is widely recognized 


and accepted; it was originally established 
to perform this function, and it can be tra- 
ditional or ingeniously experimental in mak- 
ing its materials available to the individual. 
Books placed on shelves in ordered rows and 
subject to loan constitute an availability of a 
sort; books may also be placed on display to 
meet the borrower more than halfway; they 
can be carried to the individual via book- 
mobile or mail; they may be placed on con- 
venient deposit in the classroom; or, they may 
be arranged in temporary collections to serve 
a temporary group demand. 

The library is obviously a channel for the 
materials of education. It can also qualify 
as an institution of education if it operates, to 
provide opportunity for growth. The degree 
to which a library operates in this capacity 
can be fairly definitely evaluated in answer 
to questions like the following: 1. Is there 
complete identification of the library with 
the interests of those served? 2. Is the li- 
brary a means, rather than an end? 3. Is the 
library’s program of action dynamic? 4. Is 
opportunity for individual expression and 
reaction provided through forums and open 
discussion? 5. Is the organization of spe- 
cial interest groups encouraged? 6. Do pa- 
tron and user participate in planning for 
extension of library service? 7. Are the rep- 
teitious and the inferior tolerated in the li- 
brary collection? 8. Is there an apparent 
bias throughout the entire collection? 

Perhaps we may summarize by observing 
that the library as an educational institution 
functions to assist individuals in their own 
discovery of their educational needs. Passive 
library service, or library service which func- 
tions to channel only, does not assume this 
responsibility. There are many methods by 
which the individual may be assisted in, dis- 
covery of his educational need, but the es- 
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sential one seems to be identification of the 
service .with the. user, or the potential user, 
in his interests and activities; and acceptance 
of any point of contact which may be offered. 
Passive library service does not follow the 
user through the process of utilization of the 
materials of education. As an educational 
institution, the library must follow through 
and must evaluate, in partnership with the 
user, the effectiveness of the use of materials. 
As an institution of education, the library 
is concerned with the acceptability of its ma- 
terials in terms of their suitability and time- 
liness. 

Evidences of educational functioning vary 
with the type of library; there is no attempt 
here to make specific application to the school 
or college library, the public library, the spe- 


cial library. Application to each can, after 
all, be made only in terms of development 
and growth of individuals who make up the 


particular segment of society which is. served. 

A statistics count is likely to represent the 
aim of library service which functions only 
to channel. The aims of library service 
which functions in a larger capacity are the 
larger aims of social development: the 
thoughtful, yet active electorate; the leader 
dedicated to truth; the discriminating con- 
sumer; the vocationally satisfied worker, with 
all of his powers constructively employed; 
the individual with a capacity for. growth. 
At the risk of oversimplification, it might be 
stated that the objective of the library which 
acts in a. passive capacity is the making of a 
reader; the objective of the library which 
acknowledges its educational function is the 
development of an individual equipped with 
a set of values subject themselves to growth 
and development.

COUNTY LIBRARY SERVICE

The wide diversity of laws under which 
county (parish)* libraries operate in the 
United States and still succeed in giving good 
library service to rural and rural-urban bor- 
rowers is fine testimony to the adaptability 
of the county library as a political and so 
cial organism and even more to the ingen- 
uity of the librarians who must work under 
these laws. 

Establishment 

A brief glance at the rural library systems 
in operation in the states of Michigan, Ohio 
and Washington compared to Louisiana’s 
successfulgparish library system will serve to 
prove these points very well. Take for ex- 
ample the methods of establishing this type 
of library. Louisiana has built up its sys- 
tem of parish libraries by means of library 
demonstrations, a unique method not used 
in any other state. That a successful demon- 
stration has great “sales value” is evident 
from the fact that parish library campaigns 


have had such a high percentage of favorable 
returns in the past 20 years, only 3 parishes 
ever having voted against such library ser- 
vice following a year’s demonstration. 

In Washington a campaign to establish a 
rural library district has no such previous 
build-up. There the residents living in the 
unincorporated portion of a county must vote 
on the question “Shall a rural library district 
be established?” Promoters of the rural li- 
brary must see to it during the campaign that 
all voters learn what a “rural library” is and 
does, which is sometimes hard to explain to 
those who have never had the pleasure of 
having books located within a few miles of 
where they live; nor have ever seen a book- 
mobile in operation. In such a campaign a 
strong citizens’ group is essential, just as it 
is in Louisiana, and the more effective the 
publicity, principally by word of mouth, the 
better. A simple majority is required to ap- 
prove the rural library district without ref- 
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erence to voting taxable property as required 
in Louisiana. 

A different type of campaign is required 
in Michigan. There a group of citizens in- 
terested in promoting rural library service 
appeals to the Board of Supervisors, the 
county’s governing body. The library is es- 
tablished by a simple vote of the board. This 
is a very inexpensive method since no pre- 
vious demonstration nor election campaign 
is required and the vote of the five-man 
board is all that is necessary to bring books 
to rural people. However, as in every other 
project requiring the continued expenditure 
of tax funds, the supervisors are often very 
reluctant to “saddle the county with another 
tax-spending agency.” At least that is a fre- 
quent excuse. So citizens must make them- 
selves heard in various effective ways, some- 
times by presenting petitions to the board, 
sometimes by having the right people speak 
in favor of the program; most generally by 
a combination of all methods that have been 
found valuable in other counties. 

The advantage of holding an election to 
decide the question of establishing rural li- 
brary service lies in the fact that the govern- 
ing body then has its mandate from the voters 
of the county and can thus protect itself from 
the charge of “raising taxes.” Also, should 
a majority of the residents of a county really 
want a rural library but face the stubborn op- 
position of certain members of the board, 
they can by their vote override such opposi- 
tion and need not wait for the voters or 
death to remove the objecting members of 
the board. 

In Ohio the situation is somewhat similar 
to that of Michigan in so far as absence of 
actual voting campaigns is concerned. There 
the proponents of rural library service appeal 
simply to the county budget commission to 
allot additional funds from the intangibles 
tax. This sounds easy, but since all money 
raised by tax on intangibles not used for li- 
baries is returned to the county, and the cities 
within that county, these units are often eager 
to keep as much for themselves as possible. 
In fact, in some counties the budget com- 
mission allows the libraries only about half 


the tax on intangibles collected in the county, 
so that librarians, board members and citi- 
zens must make a strong plea to establish and 
maintain their libraries. 

Since every library in Ohio receives its sup- 
port from a county-wide tax it naturally fol- 
lows that all libraries could give county-wide 
service. However, to establish definite re- 
sponsibility for county extension work, the 
Ohio State Library has promoted the develop- 
ment of “extension center” libraries whose 
duty it is to cover the county with distribu- 
tion points and in every other way provide 
rural residents with true county library ser- 
vice. Local libraries which permit county 
residents to come and borrow books from the 
library are not considered county libraries. 

Financial Support 

Methods of library support vary widely in 
the four states. Louisiana, again, is unique 
in its provision that a library tax can be 
voted only for a specific number of years. 
When a library district is voted in Washing- 
ton, the proposal automatically carries with 
it a provision for indefinite support amount- 
ing to not more than two mills on the dollar, 
or $2 per $1,000 of assessed valuation. No 
further voting is required and the rural li- 
brary district board sets its own budget with- 
in the two mill limitation. This freedom 
from budgetary control within the limitation 
is due to the fact that a library district was 
established which is an independent taxing 
unit, similar to a county, parish or incor- 
porated city. 

Michigan also has a tax limitation, but 
only one-fourth of Washington’s, or 50 cents 
on the $1,000. This brings sufficient income 
in the industrial portions of Michigan, but 
elsewhere the picture is not so bright. The 
large timber areas of Michigan in the upper 
and lower peninsula have slowly disappeared. 
The logged-over land is poor, neither indus- 
try nor agriculture can find a home there to 
replace the lost timber. As a result the as- 
sessed valuation is low in these areas and 
library income at a tax rate ceiling of 5 
mill is correspondingly inadequate. Yet some 
of the librarians are valiantly struggling to 
provide the best type of library service pos- 
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sible under such handicaps. State aid to li- 
braries and larger stronger units of library 
service are the only solutions for Michigan 
libraries in a large portion of the state. 

In Ohio the tax situation is entirely dif- 
ferent again. In most states libraries obtain 
their funds from a straight property tax. 
Not so in Ohio. When Senator Robert Taft 
was in the State Legislature, he proposed that 
libraries should obtain their funds from the 
taxes on “intangibles,” i.e. stocks, bonds, and 
other legal contracts and business papers. 
The entire tax was to be devoted to library 
support if the county budget commission so 
desired. Further, all libraries in the county 
were to obtain their support from this one 
fund and as already noted, if any money re- 
mained in the “intangibles” fund, it would 
be allocated to the county and cities within 
the county. 

This law then makes library budgeting a 
vastly different thing from the ordinary con- 
cept of public budgeting where need must 
be first shown and then taxes levied to cover 
this need. First of all, a published statement 
reveals how much money each county col- 
lects in taxes on “intangibles”, so libraries 
know what funds it is possible to be allowed 
by the county budget commission. Secondly, 
where there are several libraries in a county 
they must work harmoniously together, other- 
wise they will defeat their own ends and not 
obtain the entire amount allowed for library 
purposes. If a community is not satisfied 
with the library service it receives, all it needs 
to do is to appeal to the budget commission 
for a slice of the “intangibles” tax to set up 
its own library. Thus, existing libraries must 
give better than average service, because even 
though budget commissions have been known 
to turn down pleas for a budget for a newly 
established library, it is up to librarians and 
library board members to provide service of 
such a high caliber that it will not be advan- 
tageous for another community to set up a 
separate library and thereby reduce the possi- 
bilities of a more adequate income for the 
first library. 

Speaking of tax support, a quick visit to 
the Gary, Indiana, Public Library revealed 


that several of the midwestern states must 
reckon with another political unit that plays 
no role in Louisiana, namely the township. 
Each township has a separate township board 
which controls the affairs of the township. 
Because of this organization, the Gary Pub- 
lic Library must handle six different budgets, 
each based on a different millage. Township 
boards may contract for service from a public 
library regardless of county boundaries. So 
the Gary Library serves a number of town- 
ships in its own county, skips others and_ 
serves one in a neighboring county. To 
build a uniform county-wide library service 
under such conditions requires more than 
ordinary administrative talent on the part of 
the chief librarian. 
State Aid 

State aid and its distribution is another 
point of difference in the four states. In 
Louisiana it is given at the outset in the form 
of a very Jarge establishment grant, namely, 
the cost of the one-year demonstration. Since 
the Louisiana Library Commission provides 
a well rounded book collection to start the 
new county library as well as a bookmobile 
given on indefinite loan, the new county li- 
brary can establish its work on a firm founda- 
tion in the first few years without large addi- 
tional expenditures for books or mobile equip- 
ment. This is actually very material aid, as 
the parish is carefully studied before a dem- 
onstration is begun and the books bought 
specifically for the parish in question. The 
percentage and types of children’s books, for 
example, vary with each parish. 

Ohio has had direct state aid longer than 
either Michigan or Washington, in fact, since 
1935. At present it amounts to $50,000 per 
year and is distributed according to rules 
laid down by the Ohio State Library Board. 
It has been the practice of the Library Board 
to have the rules approved by the Ohio Li- 
brary Association, State Aid Committee. The 
rules for 1945-46 divide all libraries into two 
groups: extension center libraries, and all 
others. 

Grants to the extension center libraries, 
charged with the responsibility of extending 
service to county residents in the unserved 
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areas of the county, are based on a work 
grade. One factor in the work grade is the 
amount per capita which the library receives 
from the “intangibles” tax. A library re- 
ceiving only 25 per cent of the possible per 
capita income is given a lower grading than 
one which has obtained a larger share of the 
tax. Another factor is the standard of work 
done which ranges from an A grade denot- 
ing excellent county service, through C de- 
noting poor service. Libraries graded in the 
C class make little or no attempt to build up 
an adequate book collection, establish county 
stations, give bookmobile or school service, 
etc.. Those giving all types of service, em- 
ploying trained librarians, and rating an A 
grade get the maximum grant of $900 per 
year. Others receive from $600, to $200 for 
libraries rating a D. The chief purposes of 
the grants are to extend service to rural peo- 
ple, to help libraries where population has in- 
‘creased abnormally, and to help libraries 
doing extension work, to maintain a high 
personnel standard. 

State aid in Washington is very recent, 
having been given for the first time in 1945. 
The distribution plan adopted was based on 
that of Michigan, which was developed in 
1939. Both states distribute the largest por- 
tion of their fund to all tax supported librar- 
ies on a per capita basis, both make some 
money available for establishment grants, and 
both distribute some funds to libraries that 
are located in areas where the assessed valua- 
tion is lower than a certain percentage within 
the state. 

In its newer plan, Washington added one 
feature, namely, an incentive for better sup- 
port. Those libraries which levy two mills 
receive the entire per capita apportionment 
from the large fund. Libraries which do not 
make the effort, receive correspondingly less. 
This has acted as a lever in raising library 
budgets. 

Michigan also has a director of state aid 
who meets with librarians and library boards, 
constantly advising with them on ways to im- 

prove service, from salary increases for per- 
sonnel to better housing, and streamlined in- 
ternal organization. Certification require- 
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ments have been set up, and by 1948 all li- 

braries with budgets of less than $6,000 must 

be part of a county-wide library service if 

they wish to continue to receive state aid. 
Personnel 

If the study of these four states has re- 
vealed anything it is the fact that personnel 
is the key to library success. Strong, dy- 
namic leadership in the state agencies has 
attracted capable, energetic county librarians, 
These county librarians are conscious of the 
fact that the more skillfully they handle li- 
brary development in their own counties, the 
better the public relations of their libraries, 
the greater the improvement of the state’s 
library system as a whole. 

Another strong impression carried away by 
the visitor is that librarians in the various 
states are not satisfied with their present per- 
formance. They are studying future develop- 
ments, not merely in the library extension 
field, but within the whole structure of li- 
brary laws, which are the foundation of all 
These librarians are seem- 


will be crucial in the development of the 
states’ library programs. Many gains have 
been made in the last decade. Librarians 
want to hold these gains with constructive 
self-evaluation and improvement. 

It is well that this is the case, for the 


growth of public library service in rural and 


urban areas, predicated on the success of the 
Public Libraries Demonstration Bill, will cre- 
ate unusual opportunities in library service, 
opportunities such as have never confronted 
any other generation of librarians. Where 
this generation of librarians possesses a well 
educated and trained heart as well as mind, 
where it has the courage and the initiative 
to try new paths and is willing to work for 
the goals it has set itself, there it will finally 
bring to full fruition the hopes and plans of 
those who have seen the: nation’s greatest 
library opportunities in its “number one li- 
brary problem”—the 35,000,000 citizens with- 
out books.

LIBRARY TO EDUCATION

For the purposes of this article, “educa- 
tion” is defined in the words of Miss Essae 
M. Culver, State Librarian, as follows: “In 
library terms, education is conceived as being 
responsible for the development of the whole 
man—his family relationships, his formal 
schooling, his vocational and economic life, 
his citizenship obligations, and his recrea- 
tional, cultural, and spiritual interests; li- 
braries educate the people from the cradle to 
the grave.”* 

Recently an eighty-four year old grand- 
mother remarked, at the close of a book- 
mobile-ccommunity recreational program at- 
tended by a large group of children and 
adults, ranging in age from four months to 
eighty-four years: “When I get home, I’m 
going to play those games with my grand- 
children.” That grandmother was still in- 
terested in the educative process, as well as 
responsive to the appeal of recreation. 

The parish library’s educational program 
has been based on the belief that it is pos- 
sible to learn at all ages; that the limits to 
learning are not a matter of age but of in- 
terest. The possibilities for educational work 
by the library in the parish are as varied as the 
interests, desires, and needs of the groups 
and individuals in the area. Plans also need 
to be continually changed, for those for one 
year will not meet all the needs of another 
year in spite of the same basic demands. 
This has been clearly demonstrated in the 
war and post-war periods. In a democracy, 
change is constant, and more than in any 
other form. of government, the responsibility 
for this change rests with the individual. 

In one parish in Louisiana, the population 
has increased at an amazing rate during the 
past five years. A tremendous job shift took 
place. Office workers. and housewives, at- 
tracted by the high wages of industry, be- 
came industrial workers. The library played 


a part in this shift; it supplied books on 
skilled trades, blueprint reading, and basic 
arithmetic.’ The waiting lists grew long 
for popular books on welding, and other 
skilled occupations. 

In other parishes, books on English gram- 
mar were in great demand by clerical work- 
ers preparing to take the federal and state 
civil service examinations. Boys who faced 
the draft were anxious to pass the examina- 
tions for officer’s training school, and they 


‘read with a purpose books on U. S. history, 


mathematics and English language and liter- 
ature. One librarian called the attention of 
the county agent to a new book on pastures 
which was recommended by the agent to the 
farmers. - Another librarian arranged for a 
demonstration in the library on grafting 
camellias. This stimulated the interest in 
flowers in general. A parish-wide flower 
show was held, and as a result every book 
on flowers in the library’s collection was in 
use. The State Library was also called em 
for additional books. 

Industrial exhibits were sent to all brandi 
libraries in one parish: salt mine and oil 
products, rocks from the quarry, materials 
from the railroad, and a display illustrating 
soil conservation. This was done to inform 
the communities about local industries. With 
the exhibits were sent collections of books 
on the subjects of the exhibits. 

Interesting and unusual pieces of local 
handicraft were brought to one library. from 
all sections of the parish and put on display. 
There were several different types of hand- 
woven rugs, and a bed spread nearly one- 
hundred years old, the thread of which was 
spun from cotton raised in. the parish, and 
the cloth woven on a hand-loom. 

In one nook of the library, a nursery was 
set up with a bassinet and doll dressed ‘in 
baby clothes. In addition there was a com- 
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plete layette made: by hand, and baby 
dresses of different periods. 

Articles were also displayed that showed 
constructive use of materials which are 
usually thrown away: table mats, made from 
coca-cola or other similar bottle tops; tea 
napkins, made from salt sacks; rugs, made 
from men’s discarded clothes dyed in pretty 
colors and attractively designed; a sewing 
stand, made from a block of wood by a wo- 
man over seventy years of age. There were 
also some leather belts and chair backs made 
by a blind reader who lives on a bookmobile 
route, for whom the library secures books in 
braille. 

As can be seen all of these exhibits did 
not lead the people who observed them di- 
rectly to books. But an interest was de- 
veloped in how to make things and a de- 
mand was stimulated for books on this sub- 
ject. Naturally the desire for further in- 
formation on rug weaving and related handi- 
crafts was stimulated, as well as for knowing 
the best ways of raising and dressing the 
baby. 

In a parish that is located far from mu- 
seums and art galleries, a collection of In- 
dian relics was borrowed from the Louisiana 
State Museum. This was exhibited in each 
branch library in the parish, and in connec- 
tion with it was displayed a selected collec- 
tion of books. This exhibit attracted much 
attention and led to the study of Indian life 
as well as some study of the nation. Ap- 
pended to this article is a list of the books 
displayed with the Indian exhibit, and a 
partial list of those titles called for as a re- 
sult of the display. 

These are some examples of how interest 
in reading, in the parishes has been stimu- 
lated and guided. The educational needs of 
the community must be realized and under- 
stood, and the librarian in cooperation with 
the teachers and other community leaders 
must make definite and adequate plans for 
the satisfaction of these needs, if the Jibrary 
is to play an important role in education. 

Books Used In Display Of Indian Relics 

The list that follows is a partial list only. 
As the display was moved from branch to 


branch, and used on bookmobile’ programs, 
some changes were made in the accompany- 
ing books. A play, “An Indian’s Day” was 
given in each branch library and on the 
bookmobile routes. This play brought out 
information concerning the lives of Indians. 
Talks were made by local people who had 
visited Indian villages. A man who had 
lived near a group of Indians in Louisiana 
explained their customs, and the use of the 
articles on display. All of these varied ac- 
tivities drew attention to the books ‘on the 
list which follows:

A Lyle Saxon memorial collection has been 
established at the Howard-Tilton Memorial 
Library of Tulane University with the gift 
of more than five hundred books, pictures 
and manuscripts from his estate, President 
Rufus C. Harris has announced. 

The gift, made by Misses Maude and Eliz- 
abeth Chambers, aunts of Mr. Saxon and sole 
heirs to his estate, contains much Louisiana 
material. 

“The library was one of Lyle’s chief haunts 
for research, and it seems a fitting place for 
the memorial collection,” Mis Maude Cham- 
bers, executrix of the estate, said in making 
the gift. “My sister Elizabeth and I are 
gratified at the interest of the university and 
our own interest will continue with the pur- 


pose of adding to the memorial from time to 
time.” 





According to Dr. Garland F. Taylor, uni- 
versity librarian, other friends of Mr. Saxon 
have given their assurance that they will 
contribute to the memorial related materials, 
and “We feel confident” he stated, “that the 
continued growth of the memorial to this 
distinguished Louisiana man of letters is 
assured.” 

FLOATING LIBRARIAN 

One of the three librarians at Fair Park 
High School is designated as a floating libra- 
rian whose duty is to extend library service 
deeper in to the classroom. She is relieved 
of routine duties inside the library, and teach- 
ers are privileged to call upon her to render 
any phase of library service helpful to them 
and the work of their classes. Such service 
may result in assembling and delivering class- 
room collections of books for a given unit of 
work, making book talks, helping the teacher 
stimulate reading in repeating classes, and 
making bibliographies. The opportunities 
are many and varied for both teacher and 
library. The teachers comment that the serv- 
ices of the floating librarian have helped to 
increase reading of library books, improve re- 
ports on new books, and to interest some of 
the children to seek additional vocational 
material outside of the school library. 

CHURCHILL BEQUEST 

A bequest of more than five hundred 
books from the estate of the late Colonel C. 
Robert. Churchill has been received by the 
Howard-Tilton Memorial Library of Tulane 
University. 

The bequest includes collections of books 
on military affairs, Southern history, geneal- 
ogy and ichthyology. 














BOOK WEEK 


LUCILLE CARNAHAN

During the latter part of the war and 
since its end, there has been a definite change 
in the reading interests of our young people. 
Since V-J Day we have observed two Book- 
Weeks. With each celebration there was 
increasing evidence that the old traditional 
demands upon the library are again being 
made. During the war years it was diffi- 
cut to promote David Copperfield, Lorna 
Doone, Mill on the Floss, and other classics 
when both young and old wanted to read 
the hundreds of thrilling books dealing with 
all phases of the war. Instead of the calls 
for the well known stories about cowboys, 
dogs, family life, Indians, or pioneers, we 
were swamped with requests for stories of 
the men who manned the aircraft carriers, 
the heroes over Tokyo, the nurses who 
served on Bataan, and of the boys who wrote 
of daily life in the various branches of serv- 
ice. '' Although in last year’s celebration of 
Book Week the emphasis seemed to shift 
somewhat toward the literary classics, the 
trend is even more evident this year. We 
find that Book Week is again an occasion 


for. promoting “the books that live”, for en- - 


couraging ownership of books by students, 
for. stressing the value of hobbies, for de- 
veloping a closer relationship between the 
library and all departments of the school in 
the interest of the child’s leisure reading. 
We see too, an attempt to regain the interest 
of the parents, who because of their heavy 
war duties, had gradually been forced to lose 
contact with the child and his reading. Skip- 
ping here and there over the state, we shall 
give. you a sampling of the peace time cele- 
brations of this season and the last. 
Metairie Park Country Day School last 
year held a parent sponsored Book Fair. 
Over one thousand books selected by faculty 
and parents were bought from a jobber and 


placed on sale to parents. Upon recommenda- 
tion of the faculty two hundred dollars was 
spent for titles for the school library. All 
profits from the sale went toward the pur- 
chase of additional volumes for the ‘library. 
The exhibit opened with a tea for parents 
and staff. Mr. George King Logan spoke 
on children’s books. During the week a 
Country Day Book Club was started. Stu- 
dents who subscribed received books at regu- 
lar intervals. Titles were selected by teach- 
ers, parents, the individual child, and the 
librarian. The purpose of the plan was to 
encourage the children to build their libraries 
with worth-while books. 


The Isidore Newman annual Book Week 
Sale and Exhibit was sponsored by the. P. 
T. A., Anding’s Book Store, and the Library. 
On display were over five hundred books 
for children from pre-school age through 
high school, arranged according to: grades. 
In addition there were some special collec- 
tions featuring books on horses, hobbies, 
sports, and poetry. Ten per cent of the total 
sales were given to the school library for the 
purchase of books, and the privilege of buy. 
ing books from Anding’s Book Store with 
credit for Newman School extended until 
Christmas. During the week the Newman 
P. T. A. held one of its night meetings, 
which was followed by a reception in the 
library at which time the parents had an 
opportunity to see the exhibit and to order 
books. Book Week was further observed in 
a program presented to the junior and senior 
school assembles. Under the direction of 
Mrs. Olive Andrus, a member of the English 
faculty, the pupils dramatized scenes from 
three popular books: Life with Father, The 
Legend of Sleepy Hollow, and The Fall of 
the House of Usher. The last mentioned 
was the favorite, and many calls for Poe’s 
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storiés were made in the library after the 
production, 

The P. A. Capdau Elementary School 
Library, under the direction of Mrs. W. H. 
Cabaniss and Miss Celeste Brousse, sponsored 
a Book Character Doll Contest. Enthusiasm 
on the part of the girls and boys resulted in 
a remarkable exhibit which fascinated the 
entire school. One first grade pupil, sent on 
an errand which took her past the hall ex- 
hibit, excitedly reported to her classmates 
upon her return that Santa Claus had come. 
In size, the dolls ranged from tiny Thumbe- 
lina, two inches tall, to the Fairy Princess, 
three feet tall. Many of the dolls were hand 
made with wire frames, some were stuffed 
with cotton and some were cut from ply- 
wood or fashioned of cardboard. The in- 
genuity shown in costuming the dolls was 
amazing. Prizewinning Lady Jane carried 
a heron made of cotton and wore long black 
cotton stockings and an old-fashioned straw 
bonnet. The majority of the dolls were 
glamourous, but the second prize-winner, 
The Little Match Girl, was dressed in rags 
fastened with a safety pin and her hair was 
tumbled. The “armor” of Joan of Arc was 
adhesive tape coated with aluminum paint. 
The Alcott heroines were very popular, and 
all were presented in period gowns. Raggedy 
Ann, Bo-Peep, Heidi, Alice in Wonderland, 
and Tom Sawyer were other favorites. All 
these dolls were entered in the girls’ divi- 
sion. In the boys’ group great originality 
was likewise in evidence. Robinson Crusoe, 
garbed in fur, took first prize. Second place 
was given to the Gingerbread Boy made of 
plywood. The head, hands, and feet of 
prize winning Samoset Indian Chief, were 
carved from wood. Other interesting en- 
tries were Miss Muffet’s spider, Jean Lafitte, 
and Humpty Dumpty. Altogether the ex- 
hibit was so excellent that the judges agreed 
that all entrants were deserving of honorable 
mention, if not the prizes. Books were pre- 
sented to the three prize-winners in each di- 
vision. 

In keeping with its established policy of 
beginning, during Book Week, a project that 
will continue throughout the year, Natchi- 


toches High School stressed the reading of 
biography. The central theme used for the 
main exhibit table, “Books are Bridges to 
Private Lives”, featured biographies of 
people from all walks of life. The back- 
ground showed a boy reading in the distance. 
From the tiny book in his hand came other 
books, each getting larger as they formed a 
curved bridge. All of the books were opened 
showing the frontispiece and title page repre- 
senting the books displayed on the table be- 
low. Throughout the room were exhibits 
of books of biography grouped according to 
subject fields under catchy headings as: “You 
Meet Such Interesting People”, “They Were 
Bold and Brave”, “The Melody Boys”, “They 
All Wore White”, “They Loved the Good 
Earth”, and “Laboratory Sleuths”. 

A month preceding the celebration, letters 
were sent to all of the teachers in the school 
urging that each get the pupils in his classs 
interested in reading the biographies of 
people outstanding in that particular field 
of work. The teachers were asked to give 
extra credit where possible and to promote 
a school-wide Dr. I. Q. contest. All chil- 
dren interested in submitting their biog- 
raphies in the contest were told to pattern 
them after those used on the Dr. I. Q. pro- 
gram giving about ten clues to identify the 
personality. All sketches had to be in by 
November 6 to be eligible for the contest; 
hence the books were back in the library 
before Book Week where the eager students 
could pour over them diligently in anticipa- 
tion of being drawn as a contestant. The five 
best sketches were used in assembly with 
contestants chosen from the audience. A 
last year’s graduate of the high school acted 
as Dr. I. Q. 

As a follow-up, recognition is to be given 
all pupils who read five or more biographies 
during the remainder of the year. From 
time to time, announcements will be made in 
assembly concerning those who have been 
given awards for having read five biog- 
raphies. In February or March there will be 
a program based on the books read. Each 
pupil will be asked to write in movie pre- 
vue style, a trailer to be broadcast along with 
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scenes from his book flashed on the screen. 

Northwestern Elementary Training School 
Library celebrated Book Week by displaying 
prominently the Book Week poster, “Books 
Are Bridges”, with suitable supplementary 
exhibits to carry out all the phases of the 
theme. During the week children from 
each grade were brought in for book talks 
in which something about the meaning of 


— 


Book Week was mentioned. All were given 
book marks. This week was also made the 
occasion for releasing the new books and giv- 
ing little book talks introducing them. 
Much originality is shown in observtaions 
of Book Week in the schools of the state. 
It is regrettable that publication date did not 
permit waiting for descriptions of all.

THE LIBRARY IN THE EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 


On every hand we read that the major 
post-war problem, both here and abroad, is 
one of re-education. The A. L. A. Confer- 
ence at Buffalo last June, as one of its topics, 
considered the library and its place in the 
educational program. It was stated by one 
speaker that an effective library .service can 
not be planned apart from the educational 
system and the consideration of educational 
opportunities for the individual. A college 
president made the statement that libraries 
are active agencies for bringing education 
up-to-date. Another speaker stated that the 
fight against facism, and for peace, requires 
the positive support of libraries. 

During the war 14,000,000 books were dis- 
tributed to army libraries, and 100,000,000 
paper-covered volumes were sent to camps in 
the U. S. and overseas. This was accom- 
plished as a result of the well-planned pro- 
gram of the Army Library Service, which 
was a program of effective book-selection as 
well as one of distribution. 

Now, librarians who are aware of the sig- 
nificance and responsibilities of the library 
in the educational program are making plans 
which conceive of the library as an active 
rather than a passive agency in the life of the 
individual. Particularly is this planning 
necessary in the program of the college and 
university with increased enrollments. 

One such program has been planned and 
distributed in printed form by the University 
of Iowa, under the title The Library as a 
Teaching Instrument. A feature of this pro- 





gram is a new building, of which the Presi- 
dent, Dr. Hancher writes: “I am especially 
interested in this library building because 
it will be more than just another building 
or even another storehouse for books. I vis- 
ualize it as a great study center for the cam- 
pus—a work shop where faculty researchers 
in many‘departments can study in convenient 
and stimulating quarters in close association 
with graduate students—a center where new 
methods of teaching and new faculty-student 
relationships may emerge—a center where 
students may develop a greater appreciation 
for the knowledge and wisdom that comes 
from direct and positive participation in re- 
search.” 

This fourteen-page brochure explains in 
some detail how the University of Iowa pro- 
poses to develop the new program for its 
library which it states will offer new ways 
of doing four things: 

(1) “Helping students learn and under- 
stand the nature of their heritage; 

(2) Helping students identify the critical 
problems of current importance; 

(3) Placing responsibility on the students 
for educating themselves; 

(4) Developing a student-faculty rela- 
tionship that makes possible a personal and 
individual approach to the student learning 
process.” 

To be sure this is still a plan. The im- 
portance of it, however, is that those respon- 
sible for it realize how essential a plan is to a 
program. No effective program was ever 
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developed without a plan which bore talking 
about, and which gave evidence of the phil- 


osophic thinking of those who created it.

| Sept. 16-17, 1946 


All twenty-three Louisiana parish libraries 
sent representatives to the recent state con- 
ference held in the Louisiana State Library, 
Baton Rouge, with more than sixty in attend- 
ance at the various meetings. 

The opening session was presided over by 
Miss Essae M. Culver, State Librarian. Sallie 
Farrell, State Library Field Worker, led a 
discussion on Making Your Community 
Library Conscious. Mrs. W. R. Nichols, 
president of the sixth district of the Louisiana 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, spoke on 
What the Librarian Should Know to Assist 
the Federated Club. Kay Werner, recent 
graduate of the School of Library Service, 
Columbia, spoke on Your Library in Print, 
with illustrative material from the class in 
library publicity conducted by Margery Quig- 
ley, Montclair, N. J., public librarian. 

Miss Mary Harris, Director of the Exten- 
sion Department of the State Library, pre- 
sided at the afternoon session. Mrs. Lois 
Lester of Baims, a member of the Board 
of Commissioners of the State Library, gave 
a delightful talk on Audubon’s Birds, illus- 
trated with her reproductions of many of 
the birds. 

Margaret . Reed, Librarian of the East 
Baton Rouge Parish Library, led the discus- 
sion Keeping Up With Your Profession, to 
which a number of the librarians present con- 
tributed. 

Vivian Cazayoux, Cataloger, Louisiana 
State Library, told of the recent A. L. A. 
Conference which she had attended in Buf- 
falo, and urged membership in the A. L. A. 

Mrs. Betsy St. Julien, Reference Assistant, 
Louisiana. State Library, formerly of the 
Michigan State Library, discussed the sum- 
mer workshops for non-professional libra- 
rians in Michigan. The practicability of such 
a plan for Louisiana was considered by the 
group. 

Sarah Jones, Staté Library Field Worker, 


led a discussion of the topic Are Magazines 
Being Read? 

A dinner meeting, presided over by Miss 
Culver, had as its program a review of Har- 
mon’s Famous Case of Myra Clark Gaines, 
by Margaret Taylor Lane, Law Librarian, 
L. S. U., a talk on Publication Joys and Sor- 
rows by Dr. Marcus Wilkerson, Director of 
the L. S. U. Press, and informal stories by 
Mrs. Lois Lester. 

At the morning session the second day, J. 
B. Lancaster, Assistant Supervisor of Public 
Funds, discussed the handling of tax funds 
in the parishes. Evelyn Perkins, Personnel 
Director, State Department Public Welfare, 
spoke on the supervision angle of personnel 
relations. Mrs. Rubie Hanks, librarian of 
the Winn Parish Library, led a discussion on 
staff relations. 

The group visited the Louisiana Art Com- 
mission in the Old State House, where 
Claudia Upton, Curator, told of the services 
of the Art Commission and displayed some 
of the pictures available on loan to libraries. 

At the afternoon session Miss Culver, as 
chairman of the Modisette Awards Commit- 
tee of the Louisiana Library Association, pre- 
sented the standards for school, college and 
public libraries and explained the score sheets 
to be used. Sue Hefley, State Supervisor of 
School Libraries, led a discussion on school 
library service, and on contracts between a 
school board and a parish library. Kathryn 
Adams, librarian of the Rapides Parish Li- 
brary, discussed library service to the Negro 
and summarized the service now being of- 
fered by the various parish libraries. Con- 
suella Winder, librarian of the Louisiana 
State Library Service for the Colored, was 
present and commented on the state-wide 
coverage which that agency is offering. Eliz- 
abeth Cammack, librarian of the Tangipahoa 
Parish Library, led a discussion on signplified 
procedures, with particuler emphasis upon 
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the general record and the branch catalogs. 

Threé committees were appointed, as fol- 
lows: Salaries, Margaret Reed, chairman; 
Retirement, Mrs. Rubie Hanks, chairman; 
Workshops, Sarah Jones, chairman. Lou 
Venia Gahagen, librarian of the Morehouse 
Parish Library, as chairman of the Public 
Library section of the Louisiana Library As- 
sociation, was named chairman of the parish 


group. 


XAVIER’S SIX WEEKS SCHOOL 
LIBRARY COURSE 

Miss Sue Hefley, State Supervisor of 
School Libraries, addressed the students in 
the School Library Course at Xavier, July 
17th, telling them also of the Caldecott 
and Newberry awards made at_ the 
Buffalo meeting of the A. L. A. The twen- 
ty-four prospective school librarians in train- 
ing told of their varied experiences in library 
service. These accounts included descrip- 
tions of the newly inaugurated volunteer 
hospital service for colored patients at Char- 
ity Hospital; the training, and club work of 
children assistants in an elementary school 
library; camp library training, organization, 
and service at Plauche and Huachuca; and 
the experiences of a YAC librarian in charge 
of Fort Huachua Library, who paid special 
tribute to former students of Xavier who had 
assisted her in giving book reviews which 
did much to arouse the men’s interest in good 
reading. Miss Hefley held conferences with 
students throughout the day. Seven students 
plan to pursue training in library science for 
a BS in LS degree. Five other students were 
completing the 12-semester hour state re- 
quirements; and fourteen others were taking 
six-semester hours with the expectation of 
completing the 12-hour program next sum- 
mer.

The Gray- 
Leary tests have also been applied with the 
result that the books admitted are not only 
easy to read but have an adult approach to 
their subjects. 

Books for grades 1 to 4 are listed in the 
order of their difficulty, and books listed 
for grades 5 to 7 are arranged by subject. 
There are some 500 titles in the list, 75% of 
which were published during the past six 
years.
